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SUMMARY 


Kybartai  Army  Barracks  is  situated  on  the 
western  edge  of  Kybartai,  adjacent  to  t he  Neste - 
rov-Kaunas  rail  line  (Figure  1).  There  are  ap- 
parently no  other  military  installations  nearby. 

This  installation  covers  152  acres  and  con- 
tains 6 administration  buildings,  2:1  barracks  or 
civilian  housing  buildings,  17  support  buildings, 
6 storage  structures,  8 vehicle  maintenance/ 
storage  buildings  with  a total  of  60  vehicles  with- 
in the  area,  1 oval  track,  possible  helicopter 


parking  aprons  in  a section  adjacent  to  the  instal- 
lation, and  an  associated  SAM  site  (Figures  2 and 
3).  Eight  helicopters  were  parked  near  the  in- 
stallation in  June  1964. 

Four  KEYHOLE  missions  covered  the  in- 
stallation between  April  1963  and  July  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  no  change  in  the 
main  barracks  area,  but  the  probable  helicopter 
parking  aprons  were  constructed  between  April 
and  September  1963. 


I 'INSCRIPTION  OF  INST  ALLA’ l ION 


Railroad  Service 

The  Nesterov-Kaunas  rail  line  passes  ad- 
jacent to  this  installation. 

Hoad  Service 

The  installation  has  access  to  the  main  road 
between  Kaunas  and  Nesterov  and  roads  north  and 
south. 

Aircraft  Landing  Strips 

Eight  helicopters  are  parked  in  Area  Cl  in 
June  1964. 

Area  C2  contains  possible  helicopter  park- 
ing aprons. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  2 U-shaped  multistory  ad- 
ministration/barracks-type buildings,  1 multi- 
story probable  headquarters  building,  3 admin- 
istration buildings,  1 multistory  barracks,  7 


support  buildings,  10  multistory  barracks  or 
civilian  housing  buildings,  and  8 single-story 
barracks  or  civilian  housing  buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  4 storage  buildings,  4 small 
support  buildings,  and  1 long  and  1 small  storage 
building  in  a secured  section. 

Other  Buildings 

Area  H contains  4 possible  civilian  housing 
buildings. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  .1  contains  8 vehicle  maintenance /stor- 
age buildings,  two  350  by  75  feet,  one  250  by  45 
feet,  one  200  by  30  feet,  one  120  by  25  feet,  two 
100  by  30  feet,  and  one  lOOby  50  feet,  and  6 mis- 
cellaneous support  buildings. 

Athletic  Field 

Area  K is  an  oval  track. 
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
